AeA HE other day, as I was reading the 
Y = Character of Gnatho, in the Eunuch 
of Terence, I could {carce tell whe- 
ther | was more pleafed with.the Poet, 
or more offended with the Parafite. It 
is certainly fo very juftly drawn, that 
one cannot forbear admiring it as a ju 
picture or deicription, at the fame time 
one naturally conceives a deteltation of it, confidered as 
an original in real life. 

As when I am more than ordinarily affected with any 
thing in my reading, I generally make a few reflections 
upon its fowhat is here offered to your readers, upon 
the fubjeét of flattery, is fome obfervations, that have 
occurred to me, upon the occafionI have been menti- 
oning. 

There is not any one meaner quality in human nature, 
than that of being guilty of flattery ; nor any thing 
which fhews a greater weaknefs in us, than to be fo much 
fabjeét to the imprefiions of it. For nothing can be a 
greater inftance of a low and abjeét {pirit, than that of a 
fawning difpofition ; which can ftoop and debafe itfeli 
into fuch a {candalous and ungenerous employment : as, 
on the other hand, nothing argues a greater weaknefs of 
thind, than to be fond of hearing our own praife, upon 
évery occafion ; ard not to be willing to perceive, or 
able to difcourage, the defigns of thofe, who have no 
Gther view, in the fine {peeches they make us, than 
their own immediate concern or interett. 

This fond paflion of being admired and applauded for 
every thing we do, is the moft general and univerifal 
paffion in human nature. It is this which lies the deep- 
éltof any in our conftitution, and is confequently the 





that isa fear, or confcioufnefs of our having no qualities 
deferving the elteem or regard of the world. A flatterer 
to fuch perfons as thefe, is like an unexpected, but wel- 
come guelt, whom we entertain the more kindly, be- 
caufe we had little hopes of the favour of fuch a vilit. 

But as we have been enquiring into the reafons, why 
we are fond of being flattered, it will be proper to exa- 
mine into thofe reafons which induce others to flatter us. 
Now one reafon of flattering others, though this is not 
the chief and general one, is often the fame reafon, why 
mot{t perfon: love to be flattered ; which is that of va- 
nity. A defign of feeding the vanity of others, ofcen 





arifes from a principle of vanity in ourfelves. It is al- 
moit a certain way to be efleemed and well-ipoken of by 
one, whoie favour and refpect we think worth our pro- 
curing, on the account of our own reputation, to profets 
our great elteem and veneration of him. This foun oc- 
cafions a return to be made, and enfures us of his regard 
and good word for us: for it is his own concern to 
fpeak well of us, becaufe the higher he raifes our 
chara€ters, the greater weight he is giving to what, he 
luppoles, we fay to others of his. 

Bar another, and that the common and ufual fource of 
flattery, is interelt When we have our own emolument 
in view, nothing is a readier way to obtain favours, 
than to gain poileflion of a man’s heart and affections 5 
and nothing fooner does this, than foothing his vanity, 
and filling his mind with pleafing ideas of his perfettions. 
Flattery has a wonderful power and influence over a man ; 
it difarms him at once of any motives, that would other- 
wiie be a hindrance to his ferving us, and engages him 
mott effe€tuaily in our interett. That intereft is by much 
the moit general caufe of flattery is plain, from the con- 
fideration of the perfons who are moit flattered, who 
are chiefly the rich and great ‘The poor man, who has 





nothing to give, has very little of this incenfe {moak 
ing at hi. fhrine. He is feldom fo much as taken notice 


hardeft to be eradicated. It is this which prevails more \of for thofe good qualities he really has, and never made 
than any other even in men of fenfe and reafon, and is | to believe he has thofe which-he has not. They who 
a frailty, which the Philofopher himfelt, who pretends | keep goed tables, and have good places to dilpofe of, or 
to have made the greateft conqueft over nature, and to | intereit enough to procure them, are the men that have 


have learned the great arc of fubduing his pailions, cannot 


get the better of, but always finds himfelf, more or lefs, 
under its influence and dominion. 


It is cbfervable, that there are many things, which we | 


overlook in our own prattice, which we are very ready 
to condemn in others, when the cafe is not our own. 
Thus, when it is not our own cafe to be flattered, and 
we only obferve it to be another man’s, nothing gives us 
a ftronger idea of the weaknefs of the perfon flattered, 
or of the meannefs and fervility of the flatterer. We 
pity the blindnefs of the one, and abhor the infincerity 
of the other. But when we ourfelves are the fubdject of 
flattery, we are as blind as the reit of the world; we 
duck in the poifon as greedily, and take as much of it, as 
our neighbours. Wecannot, or will not, fce into the 
defigns of him, who is thus praétifing upon our weak 

nefs ; but flatter ourfelves, that every ftroke of beauty in 
the picture he draws for our likenels, has a juft relem- 
blance to its original. 

One reafon of this partiality to ourfelves, is a fond and 
extravagant defire of commendation. It is a common ob. 
fervation, but a very fult one, frci/é credinus quod velu- 
mus, we ealily believe that to be true, which we would 
have to be true. The gresteft part, and often the whole 
of the feeming evidence, in thefe cafes, arifes only from 
our own inclinations, which have fuch a power of cheat- 
ing and impofing upon us, as almoft to put our judgments 
Wholly out of the quettion, or ftrangely to bya{s and pre- 
poffefs them. 

Another reafon is a vain opinion we have already en- 
tertained of ourfelves. Ewery one is naturally apt to o- 
vervalue him{elf, and to think he is abetter and more 
confiderable man, than he really is. This vain opinion 
is owing to the extravagance of felf-love, which isa paf- 
fion, that is at the root of all others, and a fort of uni- 
Verfal principle, of which the reft arc chiefly compound- 
ed. It is no wonder then this fhould influence us fo much 
with regard to a vain opinion of our own merit, and 
that this opinion fhould make us fall in fo readily, and 
be fo much pleafed, with what the flatterer fays of us; it 
being but natural for us, to fuffer another to blow up 
thofe vain conceits, which are too apt to take fire of them- 
felves, without his art and afliftance. 

To thefe reafons we may add another, which may 
fometimes be the cafe, of our loving to be flattered, and 


thofe conitantly about them, who are waiting opportu 


nities of plealing their vain fancies with unmeaning com. 
pliments and falloens {peeches; the hungry, barren foil, 
being not proper tor the growth of flattery, which al- 
Ways requires rich ground to produce it. 

[t may not be uuentertaining to confider fome of the 
different forts of flatterers, which vary very much from 
one another, according to the difference of their genius, 
inclination, and affurauce. My Lord Bacon, that great 
matter in the {cience of human nature, and nice obferver 
of human adétions, in his Efay on prai/e, ciitinguithes 
three forts of flatteries. * Some praiies, fays he, pro 
* ceed merely of flattery, and if he be an ordinary flat- 
terer, he will have certain common attributes, which 
may ferve every man: if he be acunning flatterer, he 
will follow the arch-flatterer, which is a man’s felf ; 
and wherein a man thinketh beit of himfe!f, therein the 
latterer will uphold him moit : but it he be aw impu- 
dent flatterer, look wherein a man is con{cious to him- 
felf that he is moit defective, and is mott out of counte- 
nance in himfelt, that will the flatterer entit!e him to, 
perforce, /preta conjcientia. 

The firit fore mutt be fuppofed either men of a low geni- 
us, or at leaft not to have had their inclinations fo ttrongly 
bent this way, as to have made them matters in the art of 
flattery. Perhaps their neceflities may not have been fo 
great, or their covetoufnels or luxury fo craving ; 
otherwife, though they might not have arrived to 
the pagfection of the art, they muit have been much 
greater proficients in it, than to be fo undillinguithing, as 
not to let different men have their vanity differently ap- 
ply’d to, according to their different taltes and inclinati- 
ons. It is ceitain there is a aifference mm genius; but 
this difference is not here {fo great as is imagined. ‘I'he 
difference of our improvements in every art, may be as 
much owing to the difference of inclination as of natura! 
capacity. For when there isa great inclination to any parti- 
cular art or fcience, we may depend upon it, that there 
will be a confiderable progreis made in it, though the 
fame capacity, without the inclination, may be, of it- 
ielf, but a very iadifferent one. We may conclude then, 
that this firit fort of flatterers have not fo violent an in- 
clination to ftudy and improve themlelves in the art, as 
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or who excell in it. 


he fecond fort are the judicious cunning dlutterers, 


= 


who have ftudied human nature, and knowing every man 
to have his particular foible, where his vanity’ may be 
bett applied to, endeavour to find this out, and then infi- 
nuate themfelves accordingly. In what a man is the moft 
vain, there he wants moit to be flattered 5 fo that a 
fhower of rain is not more greedily fucked in by the 
parched earth, than this fort of flattery by one thus pre- 
pared for it. 

As to the impudent flatterer, who flatters a man for 
qualities he is confcious he wants, and yet is acceptable 
tor this his flattery 5 though this may feem almoft incre- 
dible to many perfons, it is certain both that there are 
fuch flatterers, and that their flattery is often very well 
received. This has been an old obfervation. Seneca 
himfelf has it in one of his Epiftles. deo guogue in- 
dulgem us nobis, ut laudari velinius in id, cui contraria ta- 
men maxime facimus. 

To thefe tarts may be added another, which are thofe, 
who flattera man for fuch gualities, as though bad in 
themtelves, may be made to put on the appearance of 
virtues, and may be reprefented ax iuch, without any 
fufpicion of art or defign. Some vices have fuch a pre- 
cife and determinate idea affixed to them, as to make it 
impofiible to miftake their nature, or to colour and dif- 
guile it. But others are more loofe and indeterminate. 
The bounds betwixt the virtue and the vice are not fo 
itrongly marked, but we ourfelves may think, through 
the influence of felf-love, the exceiles of which we are 
fo unwilling tocorreét, that there isno harm in what we 
do, or that we are engaged in what is right and 
commendable. It is no wonder then, that others may 
be fuccefsful in plying off our vanity in fuch cafes. 
What encomiums may not a man pafs upon one who is 
prodigal, by extolling im tor his generolity ? How 
ealy is it to footh a covetous wretch with a fine charac- 
ter of his frugality ? The coward may be called prudent 
and c2utious, and the rafh madman have the appellation 
of the brave hero. Obttinacy may have the character 
given it of conftancy and refolution ; and cullnefs and 
flownefs of underftanding be complimented tur maturity 
and folidity of judgment. Sucha fcope has the flat- 
terer to range in, and fuch a fine cover has he tor his 
defizns ! 

The ill confequences of flattery are too many to be 
here defcribed, and too well known in general to need 
much to be faid of them. I fhall only obterve of whag 
fatal confequence it is to our virtue, to encourage and 
liften to flatterers. It makes us think we are much better 
than we are, aud that we either have thote virtues we 
have not, or that we have no occafion forthem. Ie 
keeps usin an entire ignorance of ourfelves, preventing 
that knowledge, which a reafonable creature fhould noe 
be without, and without which, all other knowledge is 
but a mere {plendid kind of ignorsnce. 

To know ourlelves rightly, will be a good means to 
cure us of the itch of being flattered. ‘his will thew 
us to ourfelves in our true and proper colours; and con- 
vince us, that whilit we have io many imperfections in 
us, for which we ought to be afliaamed, it cannot be rea- 
fonable for us to be too fond of any of our viriues, and 
too defirous of being praiicd for them. 

Now, as a proper means for the attainment of felf- 
know ledge, and confequently for our being proof againit 
the charms ond encliantments of the flatterer, we fhonld 
have an honeit and faithtul friend, to whom we may 
make a full and impartial diicovery of ourlelves. Sucha 
one will be more true to us, than we fhould be to our- 
telves 5 for we are all of us apt to be too partial and pre- 
ijudiced in our own cates. * There is, faysthe great
